Tampa, Fla., July 2!).— Passengers 
un ivirif? by the Plant steamship from 
('ul);i last uiRlu stat,.' tli;U in the battle 
at Valenzuehv, Compos' t'orco uuml)ered 
1,600 and the in ;ui-. i; • .'.■•OO. By the 
vigilance of tlte Upanidh odvanco 
pioketi, the Spanish troops ware not led 
into the Cabaa strongholds, bat sheered 
off into a plain where the forces met. 
The iiisurgeiUs killed all the Hpunish 
horses iu order to eaptnro wliat pro- 
vi.sioii8, arms and ammunition they bore 
and to cat off Caiiipo.s' escape. 

Two mounted pickets arriving they 
t:.:VP their numuts to ('ampos and a 
ciimpanion, who readied Bayaina at 3 
o'clock in the inornint?. Tlie iusurnent 
losses weic bolwecu MJ and 100, while 
the Spanisli loss is said to hav(! be«'n 
mote than 70<). In this ongaijeineut 
Lala Benita had 200 men under hiseom- 
Uiund. of which but 2.t survived. 

General Maximo « ioniez's headquar- 
ters ;vr» now at Najus, which is iu easy 
acce-8 to a number oif principal cities. 
Colonel Miralxd, commaudiug 600 men, 
hovers between Puerto Principe and 
Keuvitas, interceptiue all provisions 
apd livestock. He. . also tears up the 
rails and othaHRaf destriiys thll rail- 
road. 

It is said that Spaniards in Havana 
desire Campos to iustitate . a reij^n of 
terror by slaa^hteriug Chibans indis- 
criminately. Tliey do not want him to 
be so conservative. About the 20th a 
small bill wa« oircnltited iu Havana, 
urAff^^m la the review ou the 24th, 
which yin» the Queefit^s birtl^ay, the 
proper aotiou wuold be to visit the Ua- 
llliDW attd Rftt Haugoilly. A^nirre and 
Goniea tp jm^ a r(>P9 aronnd their necks 
«od.dnk tfi^ aronnd the streets. 

Tue ikUant* oirtvltiii thtoe on the 
mondng 9t the 3AI oansed » nupensiou 
of the oatrage. The review did not oc- 
«]Br. Mannel BaufoiUy, now in Mew 
York, reoeired a letter from his im- 
prifOMd'tkother, advising him at the 
conteibpUteu muvti, and the (oruier at 
ouce uocitled the seerecory of stftte. The 
departure of the Atlanta frouor Key 
West inunediately followed. When 
the Atlanta returned to Key West she 
was placed iu quarantine.

It will 111.' under tlie commauii of Colonel 
Enrique Coliaze, who arrived in tiii.s 
couniry about July tJ, and siuce iliat 
time bus been piepariug for this expe 
dinoi'. 

The sliip is litt'id out as a war vessel 
and LS capable ul a speed of 17 knols an 
hour, and lias '.lade lit. About 10 ilay.^ 
ago a trial tnii was ma.le off S.iudy 
Jlook, and -he was at unc i' aiveptt>d .uid 
the money paid over. Clearauce papers 
were obtained and the vessel pat oat to 
sea. 

A contingent of about 25 loyal < 'ubans, 
fckilii d Hhipwn;,'iits auil experienced 
nieu-ui-wur mi-ii were shipped on an 
otluT vtssel, and transferred toiler ou 
til.' hif^h seas. Rapid liriuy four and 
4ix-iueii guns w^porchased. and these 
VTith two Gatlftak gVih»; were sent out 
iu the ^{uue vessel, and by the tmie the 
boat reaches Cuban waters slie will 
have quite a formidable battery in pn.si- 

tl.'U. 

What is needed more tliau anythiug 
else bv the iusurgonts is said to be 
aboard the vessel. There is said to have 
been loaded from this city a, twu K'-m 
ingtou rifles and 60.000 pounds of am- 
monitton. The rillM and aiumuuitiou 
■le said to have been shipped to this 
city bjr Che manofacturers, or rather to 
a point near th« vi\T, oud loaded on 
vessels «t points down (be river and 
bay. They were then otrriad put to 
the high seas and there transferred to 
the ve.s9el porobosed by the insargents. 
£ very thing was oompleted for sailing 
ou »atarduy liif^t and the vessel is 
now believed to be on its way to Cuba. 

There is but one Cuban in the party. 
Among those who are enrolled is a 
former oilicer of the United States navy 
aud ottlcer uf the national guard and 
four or livu men who served tnroagbout 
tlie late civil war. The names of these 
people will not be made known until 
I lit- \essel lauds its men on Cuban soil. 
i''ur niiviou.s reasons the nauie of the 
vi's.scl h.i.-^ also been kept quiet. As 
soon as tht- Cubans ai'o recognized as 
heHiKeients bv some foreign govern- 
ment, the ves.sel will bo purchased by 
the iusur;{ents. VVlu'ii tins is done the 
Cuban flajf will be raisrd ou her and 
slie will be named in all probability the 
• I'lesideut Marti." iu honwof theiaie 
leader of the iiisiirifents. 

This recoKiiition is exjieeted from a 
Houth or t 'entral .\merican republic iu 
a very t'nw days. Tlie lirst step toward 
this will be taki'n in a day or so if it has 
uot already been taken. It is tlu! pur- 
pose of those on the island to set up a 
provisional government at .Ma.izaniUo 
or Bayaula or some other ptiint lu a day 
or 80 if the adviws received by the 
local Cubans are correct, to tlie effect 
that G«B«ral Martinez de C^unpqs is 
nbW pradttDiUx a prisoner in Bayataul. 



GENERAL C AMPO S' DEFEAT. 

Probabljr a Trae Aeaonnt of the SlansM-

LoNDo.N, .July 21).— The Times' dis- 
patch from Havana says; Accounts of 
the iight ou the road between Mauzu- 
uillo and Bnyamo (in which .Ueuerol 
SnntooUdes was killed) which have 
been pabllshed hitbeik j were onder cen- 
sordupand tenly iiuagiuary. 17oof- 
floiul aoconnt has yet been received 
from Captain Uenend Campos. The 
government admits that three officers 
and 70 men were killed. 

The general impression here is that 
Captain (ieneral Cainpos met witii a 
distinct reverse. All the mules and 
horses were killed by his order, so that 
he lost his baggage train. Campos hiai- 
self arrived at B.iyamo ou foot. 'iUf 
dead and wounded were left on the 
li<'ld. It IS stated iu olUcial circles that 
Captain Ceiural Campos went to 
Bayama aRuiiist the udvioe of the gen- 
eral conimanduig at Mmzanillo. be- 
cau.so he had hoard tliat the insurgents 
intended to occupy the town and pro- 
claim a providonu government.

DEATH OF EDWARcT BEECHER. 



Ha Was a Brother to tha Motad Divine, 

Itev. Henry Want neeolior. 

Bhoo.ci.vn, .luJy 29.- Rev. Dr. Ed- 
ward Beecher, brother of the famous 
divine, Henry VVard Baeoher, died at 
his homo, iHi Macon street, early Stm- 
day morning. He was 9d years of age 
and spent the greater pare of his life iu 
the ministry. 

Mr. Beeoher, who was older than bis 
more famous brother, was bom at East 
Hampton, L. I., on Ang. 37, 1808. In 
ISiM) he accepted the lint presidency of 
the Illiuols college at JooksonTille. HI., 
which position he held for the snooeed- 
ing 12 years. Dariug the Alton riots 
iu ISjib the mob attempted to mur.U r 
Dr. Beecher on account of his pulpit 
utterances. 

His next call was to the Salem Street 
Cougregatiouttl chnruh, Boston, where 
he remained until IbSS, when he ac- 
cepted the olYer of the Congregational 
church at Ualesbm-g, Ills., retaining 
that position nntil the 70th year of his 
age.

The In- 
dians arc i.e.sperate. Tue whites, i.; 
vioiatiou uf the law. have killed game 
tiie year around. They have learmM 
that the ludiiuis will probably have uu 
more money, aud uow they waut the 
soldiers to kill the red meu off. 

That th« Thdians »• now in an ngly 
mood no one can deny, bat they aiso 
know the po\ier of the government, 
and there is nothing that thay te^r 
more than the white mau's law. The 
sitnatiou is one which social ecouonuMs 
might study. The Indians ore withont 
m«uu of snbsistenoe and the whites are 
penesnting thdm.

In adoiiiijii oilier 
troop.-, h.ive been ordereil to Marl.i i 
LaUe from Fort lius.x'U, so as to be in 
readiness for aetive work siiould then- 
services be requireil jSo mention is 
m.idf of t'ui ;her trouble, and with the 
known peacable attitude of the Inili.iiis 
on the W'oshakie and Duscliesue reser- 
vations, the situation is rt!garded as 
very much simplitied. 

General Coppmger's latest dispatch 
roads substantially as follows: "Major 
Chaffee's squadrou of cavalry left .>lar- 
ket Lake at 5 p. m. Saturday and will 
probably reach Maiysvaie, near Jack- 
sou's Hole, on Little Grove Tree lake, 
ou Tuesday night. Constant communi- 
cation between the two points, Marys 
vale autl Market Lake, will be kept up 
by courier lines. Two ludmns and the 
chiefs of the Shoshoues aud Bannocks 
from the Fort Hall reservation left 
Market Lake Saturday morning to jt):u 
Major Ciiatt'ee." 

Anoth(>r dispatch from Geueral Cop- 
pinger states that the road to Marysvale, 
except 10 miles through Totou Pass, is 
reported iu good. Five companies of 
the Eight infantry left Fore Russell 
Saturday afternoon, to be held at Mar- 
ket Lake as a reserve force. The uom> 
manding officers ot Fort Washakie, 
Wy., and Fort Duscliesue, Utah, report 
that the Indians ou their respective res- 
ervations are not involved in the hostile 
movement. Agent Teter of the Fort 
Hall reservation is en roate with the de- 
partment commander to Maiysvaie. 
The companies of the Xighth infantry 
will reaon Market Lake Monday morn- 
ing. 

The statement that the Indians ou 
the Washakie and Fort Dasohesue 
reservations are not involved in the 
present movement is regarded by the 
officers of the army as very important. 
The Shoshones are nndar the directinn 
of the former reservatioa and the Utes 
under the agent of the latter, so that it 
is ielt here that there will be no trouble 
experienced from them. 

The condition of affairs, it is believed 
here, makes the situation mncb easier 
to handle, for with but one tribe of In- 
dians to deal with the uprising can be 
much more easily suppressed. There 
are uow four troops of cavalry ou tlieir 
way to Marysvale and five more will 
stjon Ix- at .Market Lake, whioh makes 
the available force all that it is hoped 
v.nll be necessary to qnell the diatnrb- 
uuoe. ^

— Developments lu 
the investigation into the criminal deeds 
of H. H. Holmes of Cliicugo closed the 
net still tighter oconnd Pat Quiulan, 
aud added still #nore proof to that al- 
ready e.\isiing that he was an accom- 
plice of the arch murderer and fully 
cognizant of most, if nt>t ail, of In.- 
deeds. 

Tiie name of .Milford Cole, formerly 
of Baltimore, was also added to the ;ist 
of Holmes' pos.-ible victims, a.- was ,iiso 
that of anotuer woman who was for a 
short time a resident of the "castle" iu 
Si.\ty-thini strtjet. 

Tlie date of the di.'..ippearance of .Mr«. 
Juiia Conner was yesterday li.sed as 
Christmas day, ISJl. Tins iiitormatiou 
was obtained fr(im .Mrs. .Juhn Crowe, 
who tjccupied rooms in the Htjlmes' 
castle from early iu IfSHi to September, 
l)S'.t2, and wnuse name iu connection 
with the case has never before beeu 
mentioned. 

Last night OiHcer Fitzpatrick arr^ .-ted 
a man in Eiiglewood wlio is believed tu 
be H. S. MacK, who wt>rked for Holmes 
during the hu>I six mouths he lived in 
the Sixty-third street house. Mack's 
ideutihcation with the druggist's opera- 
tions was furnished by Railroad Detect- 
ivt^ Youug, who used to live in the cos* 
tie. The police have beeu luokiug for 
him siuce i^'riday aud uow that they 
have him in the toils they admit un- 
reservedly that they have the most iut- 
portaut witness that have yet rounded 
up. Whether he can tell anything 
about Holmes personally, they ore not 
certain, but that he knows all about 
Pat Qainlan and his wife and their con- 
neotiun witu Holmes they feel sore from 
certain admissions he has mode to 
friends. 

The whole trend of the present inves* 
tigation is not only to fasten the crimes 
upon Holmes, bat also upon Mr. and 
Mrs. (jninlan so they onn be arraigned 
for marder. Chief Badenook says he 
does not believe the Philadelphia au- 
thorities will ever surrender Holmes, 
aud therefore he is determined that Illi- 
nois justice shall be meted oat to his 
accomplices here. 

The police are satisfied that the skel- 
eton, which is now safe iu the vault of 
inspector Fitzpatrick's othce, is all that 
remains of Annie Williams, sister of 
Minnie. They hare uu means of prov- 
iug that this is so, because the teeth 
hiive boeu destroyed and the jawbones 
broken, l)ut, iie\ ei theless they are satis- 
lied that ilieir cimciusiuus is correct. 
Vestenl.iy rm elatious have also con- 
vinced tile police that the house at 
Si.\ty-third Miii i >\a- the scene of all of 
ilulmes' murd(;is, and tliat the myste- 
rious oilice, oil the tnird door was em- 
ployed exclusivel.v fu: the uutchery of 
ills victims. 

Charles M. CliapiK'll, "citig at 100 
Twenty-ninth .-.treet na> iiil'n-med the 
liolii e that he had luountei' three skele- 
tiiii> tor flolMies, and lli.it tlie skeletons 
were from ijodies taken trom the house 
of Holmes 111 Mxty-third street One 
of these, he ^ald, was the body f>f a 
man, and the other two were women. 
Tliey were i.ikeii from a dark room in 
litjlint\>' house 111 the night time, aud 
two of the mounted skeletons were re- 
turned to Holmes. 

The third skeleton is now in posses- 
sion of InsjM'ctor Fitzpatrick. The rlesh 
of the bodies had not beeu stripped 
from the bones when the bodies were 
giveu to the witness, but the faoes Wttt 
so badly lacerated aud torn that IdMltt- 
lication would have been impossible. 

Cliappell Is a machinist, a carpenter 
aud engineer— a sort of jack of all 
trades. From the information which 
Cbappell gave to the police they learned 
that Cliappell had also been an all- 
arouud mechanic for Holmes aud had 
built two tanks iu the basement of the 
castle fur the destruction of bodies 
which iiolmes might wish to get rid of.

Tney reveal the eziak* 
enoe of a complete system of machinery 
in the oastle for the oommission <» 
mnrder. commencing with the steel 
ohamber or vault, the dissecting table 
and ending iu the acid tanks, WMVt all 
evideuces of the deed but thebonee 
were moved. 

In addition to the confessions ot 
Ohappell the police also located some of 
the clothing of Miiiuie H. Williams and 
Julia L. Conner, which Holmes gave 
away after tliey disappeared. The com- 
bination Co the steel vault has beeu 
found in the possession of Chappell. It 
is uow believed ny the police that How- 
ard Pietael was killed lu Chicago and 

his remains duposed of.

observed that then' is this temarkable 
difference between the Republican and 
the Democratic parties ; the rank and file 
of the Ri'puhliran party, particularly In 
the Northern States, ia said to embody a 
majority of the more intelligent, welI*to- 
do, and "virtuous" elements of the pop- 
ulation; but its leadership is pusillani- 
mons, selfish and tricky. The Demo- 
cratic party, on the other-hand, may, 
indeed, have among its ranks and file a 
large proportion of the leas desirable 
elements of society, but its controlling 
leadership is far more honest, public- 
spirited and courageous, and therefore 
more efficient. This observation applies 
with especial force to the Repoblican 
party since what we may in nem'ral terms 
call "Blaineiam" became the ruling spirit 
in the organisation^ and to the Demo- 
cratic party since Mr. Cleveland rose in 
it to a position of predominating iutlu- 
enoe. And never has this constitutional 
difference between the two parties been 
more strikingly evident an<l more in- 
structive than at the present time, while 
the silver question is the problem of the 
day. 

Not many weeks ago we saw the silver 
craze sweeping over tl^e South and West 
like an irresistiblelhuiricane, apparently 
carrying everything with It. The Demo- 
cratic party in those regions seemed to 
be hopelessly given over to the tender 
mercies of the free coinage men, and the 
more sanguine among the hnatlcs hoped 
even to get control of the.organlsation in 
the North and East too. The friends of 
sound money, even many of those who 
so far had stoutly stood by the Demo- 
cratic party, began to make up their 
minds that to preserve the country from 
the free^hiage disaster they would have 
to depend upon the conservative spirit 
prevailing in the Republican ranks, and 
that at the next Presidential election, in 
the al)9ence of a specific sound-money 
ticket, they would have to vote for the 
Republican candidates. Indeed, no par- 
ty ever had a more assured prospect of 
success than the Republican, and never 
within our memory did the result of a 
coming Presidential election seem to be 
more completely a foregone conclusion 
twenty months before election-time. To 
speak of the possibility of a Democratic 
victory sounded like ridiculous bluster, 
and it may he said without exaggeration 
that no cool-headed Democr<<t seriously 
thought of such a thing. 

To-day this is very much changed. 
Not only has public opinion ceased to 
regard the Democratic party as hope- 
lessly in the clutch of the free slver 
fanatics, but the question whether the 
sound money cans',- may not after all be 
safer in the hands of a Democratic than 
of a Republican administration is now 
soberly discussed by many sensible men. 
And this surprising change has been 
brought about by nothing.else than the 
imbecile and cowardly conduct of the 
Republican leaders on one side, and 
the sagacious, intrepid and vigorous 
leadership of Mr. Cleveland on the 
other. Courage inspires not only re- 
spect, but also confidence. Cowardice 
begets not only contempt, but alao dis- 
trust. And when the people see such 
men as McKinley, Harrison, Reed— in 
fact, every Preaidential possibility in the 
Republican party— carefully dodge every 
publii,' occasion on whii"li an exi)res?ion 
of their views on the silver question may 
be demanded, or, whenever those great 
|iers.)ii;\ges do venture upon nn utter- 
ance, express themselves in vague and 
ambiguous phras e— when the people see 
tliis they instiiictivoly remeinhei that 
the same kind of faiut-hearded and tricky 
Republican leadership brought upon the 
country the Allison law and the Sherman 
I law— in fact, all those measures intended 
to hold the Hilver mining States in the 
Republican column— which resulted in 
so much disaster. They also conclude 
that tlie same Republican partisan sel- 
fishness which, in spite of the good char- 
acter of the Republican rank and file, has 
thus so often hctiayed the sound money 
cause will, to judge from the present con- 
duct of Republican leaders, by no means 
be unlikely to do s a ' -.in.

CRAZED OYER REUaiON. 



▲Besidant of Lewis County Att«mpt8 
to T*kt the Life of Bit 
•iator. 

A special from Vanoeburg says that 

Richard Cooley, a prominent citizen of 
Fairview, was Saturday sent to an in- 
sane asylum, having been pronounced a 
dangerous !u!iatic. Etrly -Saturday morn- 
ing he attempted to cut his sister's throat 
with a razor. 

" For over six mpntbsCooIey had been 
making great efforts," the dispatch says, 
to form a new religious sect ami a;ath»r 
followers about him as he believed. He 
succeeded in inducing many to take up 
his queer dogmas. One of the principles 
of Cooley's religion was the offering of 
human life as a sacrifice. 

" He held meetings weekly in his home, 
and although but few people attended 
them, he was as energetic in his etiort" 
as if he had hundreds of followers. Dur- 
ing the last few weeks he has talked and 
preached so much Ujion t'ue suliject that 
he became deranged. Night and day he 
was busy planning for what he said was 
a*great future, and all Friday night he 
was busy at his desk writing and making 
preparations for a grand meeting. 

" When daylight came he awoke his 
sister and called her into his study. He 
told her that it was time he offered up a 
sacrifice to God. Never dreaming she 
was the intended victim, and being used 
to his queer ways, she humored liim and 
tried to induce him to retire. He said 
that he would, and In a dramatic way he 
cal led her to him, placed one arm about 
her, and while aht was least expecting it 
be pulled a rssor from his pocket, and 
attempted to cut her throat. 

" He succeedeil in cutting her slightly, 
but before he could complete his intended 
deed she struggled from his emi'rnce. 
Running out of the house she summoned 
help, and it was not long before a large 
crowd gathered. 

"OflBcers came, and when th(>y at- 
tempted to arrest Mr. Cooley he fought 
desperately for his liberty. They suc- 
ceeded, after a hard stru^jgle. In taking 
him to the station* house. Theri- was no 
delay in examining bira as to his sanity, 
and It did not take the «ioctors long to 
pronouce tiim insane. Shortiv after th« y 
rendere<i their dec sion an order of court 
was issued, directing that he be seat to 
an aaylnm."
